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THE COTTON WORM. 


HOPEFUL OUTLOOK. 
_ Ina recont issue we pointed out that the 
measures which had been taken by the Mi- 
nistry of the Interior for the destruction of the 
cotton worm had proved most effective, and 
we have now received further information from 
the Ministry which indicates that the hopes 
which we expressed of the August brood 
(which is as a rule the most extensive and 
destractive of the three broods,) being slight, 
are by no means unfounded. The information 
to which we refer is that the reports from the 
province of Menoufieh show that no new eggs 
or cotton worm have been found in” Menouf 
Marksz since the 18th inst, in Chibin and 
Kouesna siuce the 19th inst., and in Tala only 
asmall number has been found and these are 
confined to an area of two feddans. The cotton 
in the Menonfieh province is particularly fine 
this year, and owing to the precautions which 


have been enforced by the Ministry of the: 


Interior, no damage to the cotton crops has 
been sustained. 

The Ministry of the Interior has issued the 
following note :— 

“With reference to the note on this subject 
issued by the Ministry on the Ist July, 1905, 
it has been found that in certain districts 
cultivators have not understood that every 
effort must be directed towards the destruction 
of the Aphis or small green fly as soon as it 
appears. As explained in the circular, the 
suction of this fly does not actually destroy 
the leaves, though undoubtedly its action 
tends to enfeeble them, but, as they feed, they 
deposit a sticky kind of honey. This sticky 
substance in due course attracts the spores of 
a sooty fungus which is carried on the wind 
and settles wherever itis found. Many culti- 
vators say, with reason, that the “Nedwet El 
Assal” comes later, but it must be clearly 
understood that, so far, when the “Nedwa” 
comes it has been found impossible to deal 
with it. The only thing to do is to destroy the 
“aphis” whenever it appears by spraying, if 
hand pumps are available, otherwise by pick- 
ing and buraing the leaves, or even when 
necessary by uprooting a certain number of 
plants. Any leaves on which the sticky sub- 
stance is found must also be picked and barn- 
ed, so that when the “‘Nedwa” comes now or 
later, there may be nothing to attract it and it 
will paes by. All this is set forth in the original 
circular, but as confasion still appears to exist 
in the minds of many cultivators, it is of the 
greatest importance that immediate ste 
should be taken to explain to’all concerned. 
The “sphis’’ and the “assal” have already been 
detected in many localities, and in certain 
districts where there have lately been heavy 
mists in the early morning, the “Nedwa” has 
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TURKISH PRISON LIFE.

AN INCIDENT AT BBYROUT. 


(From a CORRESPONDENT.)

In fact, the relatives of prisoners are allowed 
to. bring to the latter food and every kind of 
delicacy, while inside the prison card-playing 
and music are allowed as frealy as they would 
be in s café, The post of jailer is a lucrative 
one, for it is at the same time that ofa caterer 
to the enjoyment of the prisoners in his 
charge. Indeed, his profits accrue not only from 
acts of active service, but also from connivance 
at irregularities committed. Imprisonment 
under these conditions becomes an attraction, 
especially to vagabonds and born idlers, 
and that is why imprisonment in Tarkey 
defeats ita end in a certain measure, 

One would have thought that the cellular 
prisons in Cyprus, with all the perfection: of 
new methods, would have served as an object- 
lesson and a model for Turkish penal instita- 
tions, but such unfortunately has not been the 
case. The corruption in Torkish prisons is 
appalling, and the contrast between the latter 
and modern Qorepean prison-houses is painful 
to all who care to see Tarkey improve and 
prosper. Turkish prisons gre simply halls

WINE IMPORTS. 


Port Said only plays a small part in the 
import trade in wines. The prices usual at 
Port Said are as follows for cases 12 bottles 
each f.o.b, Port Said: light sherry 15 frs., 
Manganilla 20 fra, Amontillado 22 frs,, Ma- 
deira 19 fre., Malaga 17 fre. The red table 
wines imported from France arrive as a rule 
in barrels containing from 200 to 220 litres, 
with an average price of 30 fre. the hectolitre 
franco Marsgilles. The white and red wines of 
Palestins are getting more and more into 
favor and are delivered at 33 centimes the 
litre. The excellent wines prodaced by the 
Joniee Colony of Pome are success: 
ully competing —despite their higher price— 
with the Italian wines—Brindisi, Bari, ‘Trani, 
Barletta, etc.—which usually cost from 20 to 
30 fra, f.0.b. Port Said. Greek wines are sold 
by the kilo at from 16 to 18 centimes per kilo. 
Were tho freights ipwer thé cheaper Aastrian 
table wines would be able to compete with a 
good chance of success, but as freight charges 
from Marseilles to Port Said only amount to 
10 frs, per onbio metre, while thosa on the 
Austria Lloyd boats are double as high, it is 
not likely that they can be profitably imported. 
Hungarian wines, however, are likely to gain 
some ground jn A’exandiia and Gairo,

Introduced 
into.Bogland from Naples as long ago as 1568, 
lavender only slowly found its way to be the 
ornament of the flower garden by its bue as 
by its fragrance, for does it not find a place in 
Bacon’s list of “Sweet-amelling  Herbes,” 
although a few years later Gerarde know it,and 
has figured it in his herbal ? Possibly snother 
reason for ita slow acceptance in the English 
garden was the belief prevalent at one time, 
that the asp made the bush of lavender its 
habitual place of abode, The superstition prob- 
ably came from abroad, when the plant was 
introduced, for the asp, a species of viper, 
would be mach more common on the arid heat- 
laden scrub of Southern Eorope than in 
England. Perhaps akin to this idea is the 
belief prevalent in Tuscany that when worn 
on the person, it will counteract the Evil eye 
on little children. 

The lavender’s original home was in the 
countries bordering un the Mediterranean, 
including Northern Africa, although it does 
not reach Asia Minor. We may, however, 
justly say that, alien though it is, it has been 
nataralised so well that it has made England 
the place where it attains its choicest growth. 
The lavender water of perfume distilled from 
the blossoms of the Hitchin or Mitcham 
lavender fields is better than any to be 
obtained on the Continent, where perfame- 
making is so large a feature of trade. Eng- 
land can claim the premier position in the 
production of lavender and peppermint, for 
its moist and moderate climate allows the 
plant to attain a mildness of fragrance which 
is not possible in its native habitats. Eng- 
lish lavender extract realises eight times the 
price of that produced elsewhere, and also is 
fully worth the difference for delicacy of 
odour. Lavender would seem to have been 
known for its cool, delightful scent many 
years ago. ‘The ancients,” says an old 
writer, “employed the flowers and the leaves 
to aromatise their baths and to give a sweet 
seent to the water in which they washed, 
hence the generic name of the plant—Lavan- 
dola. Probably the Elder Pliny, though he 
does not specially mention the lavender, 
knew all sbout the plant, growing as it does, 
so freely as a wild shrub in the hilly districts 
of Italy. The Romans loved all sorts of 
sweet scents, both in their houses and at 
their meals, and in their baths. Oar garden 
lavender isthe Lavandula vera. From ano-

spot, in the bosom of the Ever-White Mountain 
(Chang-pai-shan), that sacred range which 
enshrines the Dragon King’s Pool in a mar- 
vellous crater. In that strange lake high up 
in the monntain is the source of the Erh-tao- 
chang, the eastern branch of the Sungari. The 
stream issnes from the north end of the great 
deep pool sacred to the Dragon, who is the 
God of Rain.

the province, Petuna, Sansing, and Tsicheng, 
The city of Kirin is an altogether unique 
place. Its population is not very large for 
the capital of a province containing eight 
millions, for there are not more than 100,000 
people within its walls. But Kirin is a con- 
glomeration of singalar characteristics. It is 
a great coffin depot, and a famous iniand port. 


The most important cities 


From the mountain forests immense quanti- 
ties of timber, chiefly red and yellow pine, 


are floated down the Sungari to Kirin, which 
has long been famous as the head centre of 


the great lumber commerce of the Far East, 


The Chinese style Kirin “the city of the happy 


forest,” ‘and the native Manchaorians call it 
Chuan Chang, or “The Dockyard,” for here 
large nombers of river junks are skilfully 
manofactared. It is the most important boat- 
boilding emporium in all Manchuria, and as 
the surrounding districts are rich in minerals 
aod metals, iron and copper abounding, and 
even gold and silver existing, the city should 
long since have been s place of immense 
wealth, 

Kirin ought to be an easy city to defend. 
It is magnificently situated for military por- 
Behind it is a semi-circle of low hills, 


Russians have brought steamers from Khar- 


barovk as far as Kirin, though higher up than 


this point the river is only nayigable for 


jinks. Kirin should be far more difficult to 
capture than was Mukden, and the Japanese 
havea hard not indeed to crack if the vast 
Rossian forces possess real martial calibre. 


Both Lienevitch and Rennenkampf are per- 


fectly familiar with the whole district, as they 


were actively engaged here in 1900, during 


the Boxer campaign, after the massacre at 


Blagovestchenk. 
It is in winter that the city of Kirin is at 


its best. The river is deeply trozen, and makes 
a magnificent high-road for travel and traffic. 


Along its icy surface, as well as on the roads in 


every direction from the city, stream great 
caravans of carts laden with wine, oil, dried 


mushrooms, deer-horns, tea, piece-goods, pick- 
lex, furnitore, and coffins, Winter isa busy 
time. The great, rambling, shabby old inns 
round the courtyards are crowded. Rows of 
moles and bullocks ara packed in all the 
available space, eating millet-stalks, Carters 
coming and going throng the inside of the 
kang, devouring rice soup, boiled millet, and 
stewed pork or mutton, and, of course, drink- 
ing hot wine. 


In summer, especially in the rainy season, 
which is at its height all throngh Angust, 
Kirin is an unsavoury place, Sanitation is 
absolately unknown. The broad Sungari is 


en 
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apt, at this time of the year, when, flooded 
by swollen rivulets from the mountains, to 
overflow its banks, and the western portion of 
the city is then often swamped for days. All 
the streets within the old walls (built in the 
Middle Ages round the city, pertly of mad, 
partly of the roughest masonry) are then 
intolerably filthy. The pathway of the street 
along the riverside is on_old planks built out 
on piles. But this only inds the visitor of 
the famous Board Walk at Atlantic: City, by 
way of deplorable contrast. Along a great 
section of this river front are piles of coffins, 
in which an enormous business is . done. 


RUSSIAN JEWS AND REVOLUTION. 


o> 


It might be supposed that the Russian Jews, 
who have been so terribly oppressed by the 
bureaucrscy, would have entered heart and 
soul into the revolutionary movement in 
Russia, But this is not the case. The Jewish 
working classes have joined with their fellows 
in the resistance to authority, bat they have 
been checked by the Jews of the bourgeoisie, 
who are influenced more by a dread of a class 
rising than by affection for Tsarism. The Jews 
in Rassia are as a whole by no means devoted 
to the bureaucratic régime. Of the thirty-nine 
nationalities in Russia they come fifth in nu- 
merical order, and they have suffered worse 
oppression than any of them. They have 
always considered themselves as foreigners in 
the country, and as foreigners who are looked 
upon with suspicion. They have, therefore, 
always been anxious not to do anything which 
could irritate the authorities, and baye paid 
more heed to Jewish interests than: to the 
general good of the Empire. Nationalism on the 
part of the Jews has never considered the anti- 
Semitic feeling as a part of the oppression from 
which Russia as a whole suffers, and the 
leaders of the race have alwayspreferred to get 
the best terms possible from the ‘I'sar’s Govern- 
ment rather than to enteron the dangerous 
path of revolution. The better class Jews only 
ask for toleration ; and on that account they 
are opposed to the revolutionary movement, 
thongh the proletariat class have been inclined 
to throw in their lot with the Russian workmen.
